It is in the donation of these 
things that the United States, can be of 
valuable aid and assistance just at this 
time.’’ 
The Cuban White Cross Society has been 
established, and Dr. Diaz has rooms in the 
Grand building. All contributions that are 
made in answer to his appeal will be’ship- 
ped to some southern pert and will be 
placed aboard. a filibustering expedition 
and forwarded to Cuba, as early as possi- 
ble.
